Three Die as Fire Sweeps College Dormitory 


Oklahoma ;IP 
Is Scene of 
Morning Fire 


Estimate Damage 
To Be $500,000 


Norman, Okla., Dec. 3—(AP) — 


Fire whipped through a wooden 
dormitory on the University of Ok- 
lahoma campus early today, killing 
at least three students. 


More than 300 escaped the burn- 


ing former navy barracks but 19 
were injured, two critically. 


Not Identified 


The three bodies were removed 


from the ruins but were uniden- 
tified. 


An official in the office of Dr. 


George Cross, university president, 
estimated the damage from the 
loss of the building and equipment 
at approximately 5500,000. 


The building was a two-story 


wooden structure, built by the navy 
in 1941 at a cost of §412,000 and 
used as a navy barracks during the 
war. 


Injured students listed as criti- 


cal by the president's office were 
David M. Clary, Buckner, Ark., 
and John H. Sorensen, Brooklyn, 
N. y. 


Starting about 2:30 a. m., the 


fire spread quickly through the 
sprawling wooden building. The 
students, aroused from sleep, made 
their way to the exits or jumped 
from first and second floor win- 
dows.

Attached Garage 
Improves Looks 
Of Square House 


ATTACHED GARAGE 


An effective way to improve 


th* box-like appearance of a square 
house is to attach the garage to 
one side of the house, which will 
elongate the lines when viewed 
from front or rear. 


The rambling effect now so pop- 


ular and pleasing to the eye can 
be attained by placing the garage 
•everal feet away at one side of 
the house, if the lot size permits, 
and connecting house and garage 
by a covered breezeway. 


If the breezeway is fitted with 


removable sashes, it can be glass- 
enclosed in winter, both to afford 
shelter for persons moving be- 
tween house and garage and to 
provide extra storage space for 
articles that will not be damaged 
by cold. An inexpensive oil-fired 
heater can be installed in the 
breezeway and the area used for 
additional living space. Replacing 
the glass sashes with screens in 
summer provides pleasant space 
for outdoor living. 


A porch or covered terrace at- 


tached to one side of the house will 
soften the boxy lines of a square 
house if the garage is located at 
the rear of the plot or it is other- 
wise impractical to integrate it 
with the dwelling. 


Plan First Floor 
For Sudden Illness 


A first-floor room which can be 


converted quickly into a bedroom 
when a member of the family is 
ill should not be overlooked in 
home planning, says the Construc- 
tion Research Bureau. New York 
clearing house for building infor- 
mation.

Windows are the eyes of a home, 


and for their best effect and use- 
fulness, must be carefully selected. 
Various types and sizes may be 
used in different rooms of the 
house. 


Windows should be selected for 


easy operation, if movable, and to 
harmonize with the architectural 
lines of the house. A small-paned 
leaded glass window of the type 
used in English cottages is out of 
place in a modern American ranch 
house. 


The over-sized picture window, 


either a single sheet of glass or 
sectionalized, sometimes as much 
as 20 feel long and extending from 
floor to ceiling, has become quite 
popular and brings the outdoors 
in.side. Another postwar develop- 
ment is the combination metal 
window containing storm sash and 
screens. 


All windows, whether they be of 


wod or metal and of the casement. 
awning, lotiver, horizontal sliding 
or double-hung vertical type, are 
delivered today complete on a 
building job. Windows were among 
the first components of a house to 


j b-:- prefabricated, and are no long- 


j e-r built up piece by piece. 


They should be installed so that 


I the sill and cape slope sufficiently 


to drain water away from the sid- 
ing. Failure to do this is one cf 
the most frequent causes of leak- 
ing- walls. It is imperative that the 
frames fit tightly into the wall 
framing.

double-hung installations.

U. S. Races Reds for Germany's 


Favor 


Grave risks attend the mounting competition for Ger- 


many between the western powers and the Soviet Union. Al- 
though still divided into eastern and western zones, Germany 
today is stronger than it would have been without such spir- 
ited "rivalry. Tomorrow it may be far stronger if the East- 
West tug-6f-war goes on. 
There is bitter irony in this situation. The allied nations 


felt they had been too soft on Germany after World War I. 
They believed their postwar course had actually spurred the 
rise" of Nazism and opened the way to another war. And 
thev were determined it should not happen again. 


" The decisions taken at Yalta and Potsdam by the Allied 


leaders were designed to create a postwar Germany that 
would be robbed forever of its war-making power. In those 
days there was even serious talk of reducing Germany to an 
agricultural nation. 
What the West did not expect was Russia's unco-opera- 


tive policy in Germany. This attitude quickly wrecked all 
hopes for" smooth progress toward a peace treaty and threw 
East and West into a strenuous struggle for the people, the 
industry and the land of Germany. 


Naturally this contest sharpened rather than lessened 


the division of its territory into two opposing camps. Each 
contestant made concessions to Germans under its control, 
not only to keep them in hand but to woo Germans from 
the other side. 
From such competition arose the West German Republic 


governed from Bonn and the East German Republic based 
in Berlin. When the Russians set up their German state, 
they granted certain privileges they felt sure would also be 
attractive to Germans in the West. 


Sure enough, the leaders of the Bonn republic promptly 


appealed for new confessions to offset those gained in the 
eastern section. Just a few days ago the West acceded to 
some of these demands and laid the groundwork for a con- 
siderably more powerful postwar Germany. 


The western countries agreed to stop dismantling 23 fac- 


tories making steel, oil and synthetic rubber. One plant in 
this list, accounted for 10 per cent of Germany's prewar 
steel-making capacity. 
Restrictions of German merchant 


shipbuilding were relaxed. The Bonn government will be 
allowed to have trade representatives overseas. 


Western Germany did, of course, make certain prom- 


ises in return. It acknowledged international control of the 
rich Ruhr industrial district. Existing limits on steel output 
—as contrasted with capacity—remain. 


To re-inforce these promises,'Secretary of Defense John- 


son has declared that the West has no intention of fostering 
a revived German army under western authority.

A—No. The only time you do 


not have to discard is when you go 
nut. Therefore you could not play 
the card you drew on your meld. 
You must discard one of thp two 
cards in your hand and keep the 
other. 


Q—I have answered this ques- 


tion before but my readers still ask 
it. You need a minimum meld of 
50 points. 
The up-card on the 


pack, let us say. is a five. You hold 
in your hand a five, a wild card, 
and you also have 3 aces. Many 
players want to know if they caii 
meld the 3 aces (60 points), thus 
fulfilling the minimum meld re- 
quirement, and then pick up the 
5ack with the five and the wild 
card m their hand. 


A—No. this may not he done. 


The laws spwify that first you 
must draw, then you can meid, and 
then you must discard. You may 
not meld before you draw. 
You 


must flther draw or pick up the 
discard pile before you may make 
any meld.

have only one five-spot in your 
hand, and the pack is frozen to 
you because you have not made a 
minimum Initial meld.

nation's great network of pipe lines, told of their birth in the oil fields 
of Pennsylvania in Civil War days. 


Oil from the world's first oil well, sunk near Titusville, Pa., in 


1859 by Edwin L. Drake, made its precarious way to market by barge. 
When other wells were drilled away from watercourses, teamsters 
hauled the oil to the early refineries. The idea that the oil could be 
piped to its destination came naturally, but when a pipe line was built, 
tho teamsters tore up their too efficient competitor. 
It was nearly 


a decade before a real start was made on the network of 150,000 miles 
of pipe which now stretches over most of the nation. 


Although the means have changed from the crude violence of the 


Pennsylvania teamsters to legislative chicanery and conspiracies be- 
tween management and labor unions, virtually all of this pipe line net- 
work has been built against the opposition of other forms of transpor- 
tation which don't want to compete with pipe lines. 


The railroads, which themselves had to fight legislative battles in 


their early days against the canal companies and inland steamship 
lines, ^vhich they eventually bankrupted, fought pipe lines fron. the 
start. They are still fighting them. 


The usual battleground is a state legislature, for pipelines, like 


railroads and utility companies, must have the right of eminent domain 
to condemn land for their rights of way. During the war-time trans- 
portation shortage, a gasoline pipe line was projected from the gulf 
to the neighborhood of Atlanta, to relieve fuel shortage in that inland 
area. It was authorized only after a political and legal battle royal in 
Georgia between the oil .companies and the railroads and railroad un- 
ions. 


Last year it was proposed to build a new form of transportation 


line, a belt conveyor hundreds of miles long, to carry iron ore from 
Great Lakes ports to the Pittsburgh area, and coal back to the lake 
ports. The railroads and rail unions beat it in the Ohio legislature. 
For years the coal industry, John Lewis and his miners, and coal carry- 
ing railroads and their unionized employes had enough combined politi- 
cal pull to keep natural gas out of eastern industrial areas. The "big 
inch'' pipe line was built only as a war measure, and thp coal and rail- 
road interests raised a terrific row when the pipe was later used to 
transport gas instead of oil. 


Motorists of the country have a legitimate grievance against the 


trucking industry, which is breaking down the highways of the coun- 
try faster than gas taxes can rebuild them, and paving far less than 
its share of highway costs. In their fight they have unsavory but pow- 
erful allies in the railroads, which want to hamper a competitor, and 
the railroad unions, which see their m«>mbT.s losing- jobs because the 


thev could build their own rayon and nylon plants, j truck companies have not been afflicted with thp same degree of

FHA Launches 
Plan to Cut 
Housing Bias 


By JAMES MARLOW 


Washington, Dec. 3—(AP)— 


The government has announced a 
new policy to try to cut down—it 
cannot wipe out—racial discrimi- 
nation in housing. 


This is the background, with an 


explanation from government of- 
ficials on what the new policy 
means. 


It has been a widespread prac- 


tice in this country for property 
owners in a community to dis- 
criminate against whole groups of 
people because of their race, re- 
ligion 
or 
color, 
particularly 


Negroes and Jews. 


Silent Agreement 


They may agree among them- 


selves that none of them will ever 
rent or sell his house to a Negro, 
for example. 
This is a so-called 


"gentlemen's agreement." 
Some- 


times it is called a "restrictive 
covenant." 


Suppose one of the people mak- 


ing the agreement broke it and 
sold to a Negro. What could the 
other's do to stop him ? 
Nothing. 


It was only a verbal agreement 
anyway. 


But there is another kind of 


agreement—it's still a restrictive 
covenant—which is called a "re- 
corded" agreement. 
Meaning, it 


has been filed in writing in a 
court as part of the court record. 
For example:

Kabul, Afghanistan — (AP) — 


One of the world's few. remaining 
nomadic 
movements 
is 
taking 


place in Afghanistan, where long 
camel caravans are leaving the 
cold grasslands of central Asia for 
the warm plains of Pakistan. The 
migrants are the Kuchis, who tra- 
vel thousands of miles each year 
accompanied by ill-tempered bac- 
terian camels and patient donkeys. 


At the head of each caravan 


strides the patriarch, with lengthy 
beard, loose turban,, and flowing 
robes. Only a modern rifle shows 
the influence of a newer world. 
At hi» back follow camels, fasten 
ed nose to tail and piled high with 
ffoodi, chicken*, and children. In 


the rear come the women, tall, 
hawk-faced, with flashing eyes 
and ready tongues.

From the near- 
by highway may come the hum of 
a passing car but to the Kuchis 
life goes on in its pisxzid and an- 
cient way.

The failure of the Communist 


instigated general strike in Italy 
is another forceful indication that 
the Western 
democracies 
have 


contained the Red offensive and 
are gaining in Europe's cold war. 


This was the second serious de- 


feat of its kind the Bolshevists had 
suffered in a week, the other being 
the flop of a Communist-supported 
general strike in France. The two 
setbacks are particularly 
signifi- 


cant in that Italy and France have 
been the chief Communist strong- 
lolds in Western Europe. Moscow 
has leaned heavily on the Red or- 
;anizations of these two important 
countries. 


To Protest Deaths 


The Italian strike was called by 


Communist leaders ostensibly to 
protest the death of two peasants 
in fights with police growing out 
of 
invasions 
of 
farmlands 
by 


squatters. However, the proclaim- 
ed purpose of the move was of 
small moment. 


The real importance rested in 


the demonstration that the Italian 
public no longer runs for covei 
when the Reds crack the whip 
This 
transformation has taken 


place under Premier De Gasperi 
since his Christian Democrats de- 
feated the Communists in the 1948 
election. 


Coincident with this of Course 


has been the development of the 
grave conflict between the Krem- 
lin and Marshal Tito of Yugosla- 
via. That fiery Balkan state had 
been another stronghold of Corn- 


munism, and Tito was one of Mos-

Offensive Held 


So we find the Communist of- 


fensive held along a line from 
north to south through central 
Europe. But that isn't the whole 
story by a long shot, for there is 
bitter discontent among the Rus- 
sian satellite states. 
Wholesale 


purges and liquidations are being 
carried out 
in most of these 


eastern European countries. The 
situation is particularly tense in 
Poland and Czecholsovakia 
but 


Hungary, Romania and Bulgaria 
also are having their troubles with 
disaffection. 


As a complement to these devel 


opments the defense ministers and 
chiefs of staff of the twelve At 
lantic-pact nations have met 
it 


Paris and witout fuss or feather 
have agreed to a general defense 
plan involving Western Europe and 
America. This plan still has to be 
approved by the Atlantic coun- 
cil. 
After that a billion dollars 


worth of American armaments 
will be realeased for defensive pur- 
poses in Europe, provided Presi- 
dent Truman certifies that the 
plan is acceptable to the United 
States. 


Tide Turned 


Definitely the tide has turned 


in the European cold war. How- 
ever, while that is a matter of 
extreme gratification 
it needn't 


encourage 
complacence. One of 


Moscow's chief aims has been to 
produce economic chaos among 
the democratic nations, and she 


has succeeded to an extent which 
ikely far exceeds her expectations. 


Still Bolshevism hasn't profited 


politically. For while the Redism 
.heoretically thrives on economic 
distress, the peoples of the western 
world have recognized Moscow's 
scheme with the result that they 
have turned even more 
firmly 


against Communism in most cases. 
Possibly Bolshevism has gained 
some time which we shall see re- 
flected in the Far Eastern offen-
